COUNCIL OF WAR HELD. 


Prince Ferdinand Has Secret Con- 
ference with Ministers at 
His Country Home. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Sept. 3.—The insurgent 
general staff has issued a stirring appeal to 
all the people of Macedonia to rise in support 
of the revolution. Pointing out that the peo- 
ple are not fighting for a neighboring power 
vi for human rights. 

he proclamation is addressed to “Our 
brethren tn Macedonia aud Adrianople,” 
and begins by congratulating them upon 
the heroic fight they have already waged, 
and proceeds: 

Armed only with your own strength 
against a mighty empire, against pitiless 
‘foes, with the power of your right hand and 
the might of your spirit, you have shaken 
‘the hateful Ottoman dominion. A hundred 
thousand of the sulten’s soldiers and an in- 
numerable infidel mob were unable to resist 
your advance. 

“ You have sacrificed everything before the 
altar of liberty. Your villages were burned, 
your homes pillaged, your children massa- 

and your sisters, wives, and mothers 
violated. A succession of valiant champions 
has persisted in the struggle and dyed the 
fatherland with their blood, but with greater 
zeal you have embraced the fight. 

** Your smoking hearths have strengthened 
your manliness; the cries of the children and 
the moans of the women exasperated your 
souls. From the breasts of the fatherland 
came new champions, replacing those who 
had perished. 

“The holy flag of liberty waves more 
proudly over the dear fatherland. Your ene- 
mies are rendered speechiess before your 
heroism. The forces of tyranny are exhaust- 
ed, New days have come. One more heroic 
stroke and the centuries of tyranny will fall 
to the ground in convulsions of death. 


‘35 “The dawn of liberty peeps already above 


the Macedonian horizon and awaits this 
stroke to shine with its full brilliancy on the 
Macedonian land. Prepare yourselves, then, 
for this stroke. Be at your posts. The hour 
for the battle strikes.

STUFFED ATOES are made by tak- 
ing potatoes about the size of a duck's egg 
and half ‘boliing them in salt water. Peel, 
make a hole at one end. and cut them so that 
they will stand. Fill the whole with sausage | 
or some other chopped meat, breadcrumh 
soaked in stock, a little butter, some choppel 
parsley seasoning, and bind all with a yolk 
of egg. Place the potatoes in a fireproof 
dish with a little well flavored stock, and 
brown in the oven. Garnish with fried pars- 
ley. Serve with water cress, celery, or to- 
mato salad. 

CAULIFLOWER CHEESE: Boil a cauli- 
flower, press the flowers through a sieve, 
add a tablespoonful grated Parmesan 
cheese, two of tomato, and some butter. 
Season and mix well together, place in 
shells, sprinkle with breadcrumbs, 
brown in the oven. :

When cold form into cone shaped croquettes. 
roll into beaten egg, then breadcrumbs, and 
try in olive oll or butter. The oil costs little 
more than butter and requires less in cook- 
ing. Serve with cream sauce and tomato 
salad. 

HAM CANAPES—Cut bread into slices 
cne-fourth inch thick, and, with a French 
cutter, into circles. Fry to a delicate 
brown in smoking hot, deep fat. Pound a 
cupful of chopped ham to a paste, add one; 
fourth cup cream as needed, Season with 
paprika or cayenne pepper. Spread on the 
fried bread, sprinkle with two tablespoon- 
fuls cheese, and brown in the oven. 

RUSSIAN SALAD is a mixture of cold 
chopped meats, which may be varied at will 
to suit the exigencies of the occasion, and 
is served on lettuce leaves with French 
dressing, sauce Tartare, or mayonnaise. 
Macedoine salad is the same idea with vege- 
tables.

Roll in flour four hard 
boiled eggs which have been shelled. Chop 
half.a pound of lobster which has been freed 
from bits of shell. Melt an ounce of butter 
in a pan, add an ounce of flour and stir it in 
smoothly, Pour in a gill of cold water, boil 
and stir over a slow fire till it thickens and 
leaves the sides of the pan quite clean. Sea- 
son and spread on a plate to cool. Flatten 
out and roll each egg in it, shaping it to the 
egg. Brush over with beaten egg, roll in 
bread crumbs, and fry in plenty of fat from 
which a blue smoke is rising. Drain in paper 
and cut in two, or serve whole.

reen pea purée: Put one gree 

peas into one pint boiling 3 5 till 
soft; mash in the water in which they were 
boiled, rub through a strainer, gradually 
adding one pint hot water, which helps to 
separate the pulp from the skins. Put to 
boil again, cook one tablespoonful butter 
and one of flour in small saucepan, being 
careful not to brown it, stir into the bubbling 
soup, add half a teaspoonful of salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper, half teaspoon sugar, 
one pint hot milk, or enough to make it the 
thickness you like of all others. 

Pure of tomatoes: Stew together for 
twenty-five minutes six good sized ripe, 
peeled, and quartered tomatoes, one pint 
water, one teaspoon salt, one tablespoonful 
sugar, five cloves, half teaspoon peppercorn, 
one tablespoonful chopped onion. one table- 
spoon chopped parsley. Rub through the 
sieve, return to fire, and thicken with one 
tablespoon of butter and one tablespoon 
flour rubbed together and stirred in gradual- 


_ly, first with a tablespoon of the hot soup and 


then added to the whole. 

Tomato bisque: Half a dozen tomatoes, 
stewed and strained, scald one quart milk in 
double boiler, and thicken With one and one- 
half tablespoons butter and the same of 
flour, season the tomat with salt and 
a nip of cayenne pepper, adding a pinch of 
soda. Take both milk and tomatoes from 
the fire and pour together; if mixed on the 
stove they will disappoint you by curdling. 

A few drops of celery extract, onion juice, 
a little catsup, Worcester sauce, or curry 
powder; any proper flavoring selected by a 
wise head lends an enchanting variety and 
solid worth to the varioussoups. 

For lima bean purée use one cup lima 
beans, two cups milk, one cup water, one bay 
leaf, two tablespoons butter, one tablespoon 
flour, one small onion, and salt and pepper to 
taste, and treat them like the pea purée, 
omitting the sugar. Purée of corn is ditto, 
save that it =ceds the sugar.

Franco-Prussian war caused something ap- 
proaching a panic.

The increase in the bank rate seems to 
have taken the financial world by surprise, 
and, says the Dally Mail editorially, is an 
unpleasant reminder that England has not 
as yet emerged from the financial quagmire 
in which the blunders of national and munici- 
pal government of the last few years have 
landed her.“ 

| Cause of the Advance. | 

The chief cause of the advance is the fact 
that in June last the Berlin bank rate was 
unexpectedly raised to 4 per cent. As large 
sums of German money are temporarily in- 
vested in England, this involved the British 
banks, and no little surprise was felt when 
the Bank of England rate was lowered in 
the face of the action of Germany from 3 
to 3 per ¢ent five days after the German rate 


had been put up. Such action left the gold 


reserves of this country unguarded. 


As Viewed by Rothschild. 

When asked what would be the effect of the 
increase in the bank rate, Lord Rothschild 
said tonight: 

Some little time ago a high official of 
the Bank of Germany announced that it 
would probably be necessary to raise the 
German rate in the middle of September. I 
inquired why, and he informed me that it was 
because of the expected demand from mort- 
gages, which, in Germany, all fall due on Oct. 
1, and must be paid in gold or in bank notes. 
The German bankers were much averse to 
the project held out by the Bank of Ger- 
many, and proceeded to lay hands on all the

‘loose gold they could get in the hope of stav- 


ing off the rise. 

“The operations culminated today in the 
withdrawal of between $3,500,000 and $4,000,- 
000 in gold from the Bank of England. The 
only action left to our bank was to raise the 
rate. It will teach the German bankers that 
they cannot play ducks and drakes with the 
English gold supply. , 

Balkans Not the Cause. , 

“Today's rise had absolutely nothing to do 


with the Balkans nor with the prospective 


gold imports by Americans. The colonial of- 
fice's clumey method of arranging for the re- 
payment in Berlin of the Netherland’s south 
African railroad debentures may have con- 
tributed to the present condition, but only 
slightly.

NEWARK TRACTION MAGNATES _ 
ARE DECLARED NOT GUILTY. 


Indictments for Manslaughter in Con- 
mection with Crossing Disaster Dis- 
missed by Judges. 


Newark, N. J., Sept. 3.—[ Special. I— The 
indictments for manslaughter against the 
directors and officials of the North Jersey 
Street railway company were today ordered 
dismissed by Chief Justice Gummere of the 
Essex county court. Justices Van Syckle 
and Dixon both concurred in the opinion of 
Chief Justice Gummere. The jurymen an- 
nounced a verdict of not guilty without leav- 
ing their seats. 

The defendants were accused of having, 
by alleged neglect of their duties, caused the 
death of Ernestine Miller, who was killed, 
with eight others, im tha Clifton avenue 


trolley car collision Feb. 10. | 


In instructing the jury to find a verdict 
not guilty. the chief justice said that in 
order to hold the defendants criminally re- 
sponsible it must be shown that they had 
failed to perform some specific act. This 
the state had failed to do, he said. 

The chief justice referred to the rules of 
the North Jersey Street railway company, as 
laid down to its employés, as sufficient safe- 
guards under ordinary circumstances if they 
had been carried out. He said that from 
the evidence it was apparent that if sand had 
been used as called for by the rules, had 
the car been stopped thirty feet from the 
crossing, as the rules called for, arid had 
the conductor gone ahead to the crossing to 
signal the motorman the accident would not 


have happened.

MILK MEN URGED TO FIGHT 


ENFORCEMENT OF OLD LAW. 


Dealers’ Association Advises Members 
Not to Settle Suits by Paying Costs,

The Milk Dealers’ association yesterday 


urged its members to fight the cases where 
dealers had been fined for not displaying on 
their wagons the names of dairies which 
supply them with milk, as is provided by an 
old state law.

‘$5.75 in each case, and the association 
adopted the recommendation of its executive 
committee to appeal these suits.

SMOKE DEVICE ON ENGINE 
Furs STOP TO NUISANCE. 


Michigan Central Officials Test Inspec- 


tor Blaney’s Suggestion, and as Re- 
sult Will Equip Their Locomotives. 


A test was made yesterday of a new smoke 


device, to be used in firing of locomotives, 
which proved so satisfactory that officials 
of the Michigan Central railroad announced 
their intention to equip every engine on the 
line with the invention. 


After many complaints against the smoke 


violations of the Michigan: Central round- 
house at Michigan avenue and Sixteenth 
street, Boiler Inspector Blaney advised the 
Installation of piping around the interior of 
the roundhouse, to carry steam to supply the 
steam jets which he suggested be used on 
‘each engine while firing. 

The railroad officials promised to try the 
experiment, and the board received word 
yesterday that the new device was ready 
and that a test was to be made in the morn- 
ing at which it was desired that the city be 
represented. Inspector Blaney and Supervis- 
ing Engineer Wilcox attended, while J. H, 
Snyder, superintendent of the western divis- 
en, and Master Mechanic J. G. Riley repre- 
sented the rallroad. } 


The test was made on a large pa 


ssenger 
engine, a good grade of West Virginia coal 
being used, and in twenty-five minutes the 
fireman had sixty pounds of steam on and 
not a particle of smoke had been made. An- 
other engine, to which steam jets had been 
attached, then pulled a heavy freight train 
up the grade to the elevated tracks at Six- 
teenth street without emitting any dense 
smoke. 


The smoke board members were delighted 


with the test, and Supt. Snyder said the com- 
pany would proceed at once to put the device 
on all its locomotives, -
